The republicans claim that the ballots 
have been tampered with, but they 
make no direct charge againat anybody. 
In fact, they disclaim any idea that Mr. 
Cooper was s party to it, and no one who 
knows his sterling honest and integrity 
will entertain for n moment such intima- 
tion. Thieves end dishonest people 
themselves may think that he would do 
such a thing, hut not one of them dare 
give utterance to snch a thought. The 
election officers differ a little as to the 
stamping of the ballots, some claiming 
that several of them were blank, but it 
is not a violent assumption to aay that 
even they do cot remember.
